Headers of K ipling's "K im ,” which 
gives n b etter picture of Indian life 
than anything else in print, may recall 
how the hero first b egged on b ehalf of 
the Tib etan yogi. The b azaar woman 
to whom he gave the b egging b owl 
cried: 
‘“ T hat b owl, indeed! T hat cow b el­ 
lied b asket! Thou hast as much grace 
as the holy b ull of Shiv, lie has taken 
the b est of a b asket of onions already 
this morn, and, foosooth, I m ust fill thy j 
b owl. He comes here again.’ 
“The huge, mouse colored B rahm anee 
b ull of the w ard w as shouldering his 
way through the m any colored crewd, 
a stolen plantain hanging out of his 
mouth. 
He headed straight for the 
shop, weli know ing his privileges as a 
sacred b east, lowered his head, and 
puffed heavily along the line of b as­ 
kets ere m aking his choice. 
Up flew 
K im ’s hard little heel and caught him . 
on his m oist b lue nose. He snorted in- 
dignantly and walked aw ay across the 
tram rails, his Lump quivering w ith in- , 
dignatiqn. 
“ ‘See! I have saved more than tho 
howl will coit thrice over. Now, m oth­ 
er, a little rice and some dried fish 
atop— yes, and some vegetab le curry.’ 
> 
“A growl cam e out of tho b ack of the 
shop, where a man lay. 
" ‘He drove aw ay the b ull,’ said the 
woman in an undertone. ‘I t is good to . 
give to the poor.’ 
"Kim looked at the load lovingly. 
“ ‘That is good. 
W hen I am in the 
b azaar the b ull shall not come to tnis 
house. 
He is a b old b eggarm an.’ ” 
Indeed, he is, and he is only one of 
many. 
The people of India, !ike those 
of other 
A siatic countries, are the 
slaves of their sacred anim als. 
There 
Is no tyranny more outrageous than 
that of the anim al despots of Asia. 
An English glob e trotter of my ac­ 
quaintance w as b eing shown the sights 
of Benares, the most sacred city in all 
India, some years igo. 
As he passed 
through one of tin* narrow , crowded 
streets of the b azaar he met a huge 
w hite B rahm anee b ull stalking along 
as if the whole city b elonged to him, 
b rushing people aside r.ght and left, 
and pushing his nose unhindered into 
the b askets of grain, rice and country 
produce which were displayed outside 
the little native shops. 
It w as exactly the kind of scene de­ 
scrib ed so well in “Kim.” 
The b ull and the Englishm an met in 
the narrow pathw ay—"sidew alk,” it 
would b e called here, b ut in India side- j 
w alk and road are usually indistin­ 
guishab le. 
Neither would give way, 
for b oth b elonged to an o! *t;uate, self 
assertive race. 
The b ull tried to push 
pa s t The Englishm an hit him a sm art 
rap on the nose. 
"G et up, you b rute!” he cried with 
an enforcing oath. 
In a m om ent the b azaar w as in an 
uproar. 
The natives, who, a mom ent 
b efore, b ad cringed servilely to the 
sahib , now crowded around him, w ith : 
the passion of m urder in their hearts. 
They pelted him w ith dirt and stones, 
j 
called him ail m anner of vile nam es 
(more num erous, surely, in India than 
anyw here else on earth- and threatened 
most plainly to kill him. 
W as he not 
an infidel dog who had struck the 
sacred b ull? 
Death b y tortu re w as 
surely too good for him. 
lie would 
b ring a curse on the city. 
The fam ine 
and the plague would come. 
Their 
wives would b e childless. 
So the talk ran excitedly from man 
to man. 
The tum ult grew. 
The angry 
mo b increased to thousands. 
H ad it 
not b een for the opportune arrival of 
a police patrol of stalw art Sikhs— 
regally scornful of Hindoo gods, and 
ever on the w atch for such Incidents 
as this—the glob e trotte r would cer­ 
tainly have paid w ith b is life ’for his 
ignorance of Hindoo Ideas as to the 
sacreduess of sacred anim als. 
Such 
riots 
as 
this 
are 
common 
enough In India during the w inter 
tourist season, and it is indeed m ar­ 
velous tha t m any Am ericans and E ng­ 
lishmen are not slain. 
Tb e troub le oc­ 
curs especially in Benares, the most 
fanatical city !n the empire, and pos­ 
sib ly in the whole world. The Hindoo 
Mecca, as it has b een called, Is the 
headquarters of B rahm anism and the 
chief stronghold of the anim al worship 
which distinguishes that cult. 
There 
are sacred anim als all over India, b ut 
nowhere else are there so many of 
them as in Benares, and now here else 
are they held in so m uch reverence and 
allowed so much license. 
Anglo-Indians are often contem ptu­ 
ous of natives and native superstitions, 
b ut no A nglo-Indian would care to 
strike a sacred b ull hi Benares. 
Kim 
did it in Lahore. 
In B enares it would 
b e exceedingly unw ise even to sw ear 
a t the holy b east in the presence of 
natives 
who 
might 
understand 
the 
oaths. 
"The b ulls are especially sacred,” 
w rote Professor Jam es Ricalton in a 
letter to tho author of this article, nft- 
,er he had ju st returned from a tour of 
India, in which he secured some ex­ 
trem ely interesting photographs of va­ 
rious sacred anim als. 
"They line the 
sidew alks of the city, enter sw eetm eat 
and grocery stores and help them selves 
to the choicest articles w ithout hin- 
dranca 
They enjoy the freedom of 
every city. 
If a b ullock chooses to lie 
down In a narrow lane w here he fills 
the entire space, no pious Hindoo will 
pasB that way while the sacred b east 
Is taking his refit. 
"The indulgence ex tended to these 
•ebu bo v lnes Is wo nderful. They enter 
the mo st sacred precincts o f the tem­ 
ples. 
They are so pampered with 


m ost sacred anim al in India, he has 
m any com petitors. 
There are more 
gods than w orshipers In India. 
B east 
w orship seeius to b e natural to the 
Hindoo, and It Is certainly one of the 
foundation stones of Brahman ism. Fol­ 
lowers of the purer forms of that faith 
m ay say that the -oic-red b easts are 
only symb ols and not gods, b ut a re­ 
ligion m ust b e Judged b y the effect 
which 
it has 
on 
the m ass of its 
devotees. 
The monkey, the crocodile, 
the crane, the Ib is, tin* cob ra and other 
serpents are am ong tho creatures that 
share w ith the b ull the reverence of the 
people, If not their worship. 
Benares 
is the headquarters of all tho num er­ 
ous cults of Brahm anism that especial­ 
ly worship one or other of these sacred 
b easts. 
One of tIre holiest places in Benares 
Is the I*oorga Khond, or monkey tem ­ 
ple. 
The m onkey comes next to the 
B rahm anee b ull In order of sanctity. 
An English resident in the city assured 
the w riter that anyb ody who killed or i 
even 111 treated a monkey would run a i 
very good chance of b eing torn to j 
pieces b y the fanatical natives. 
T hat \ 
is not generally true of India, for I > 
have seen monkeys killed there with- j 
out any troub le resulting, b ut I b elieve , 
It is tru e of Benares. 
At the Doorga K b rad hundreds of j 
monkeys are kept as pets 
b y the ; 
priests. 
They run ab out all over the ' 
place ju st as they please and are never j 
caged or restrained In any w ay. 
As a ! 
consequence they are jolly, good tern- i 
pered little fellows, quite unlike the 
j 
savage, sulky b rutes you see in an j 
A m erican zoo. 
It Is a m istake to sup- , 
pose tha t a m onkey’s nature is esseu- j 
tially vicious. 
The tem ple is simply a large paved 
yard surrounded 
b y high 
walls on 
which tlipre are a lot of wooden b oxes 
and houses in which the monkeys live. 
There Is a b ig tan k for the monkeys to 
drink from and sw im in, if they choose

sacred b ull. These monkeys are often 
the com panions of the herm its and 
fakirs with which India sw arm s, and 
they are tho chief part of the congre- 


m ents.

W e are not to suppose tha t this a t­

gation in m any temples w here they are thun(ier 
B ut we are far from b elng 
fed and protected. 
T anks in w hich sacred crocodiles are 
kept are attached to some tem ples in 
Benares. In form er days they were fed 
w ith children uud other hum an sacri­ 
fices, 
b ut 
the 
British 
governm ent, 
though very indulgent tow ard native 
superstitions, will, of course, not allow 
tha t now. Rome Anglo-Indians assert, 
however, that such sacrifices are still 
m ade on the sly. W hether this is true 
or not. It Is a fact that m any fanatical 
Hindoos would not kill a crocodile 
which had killed their w ife or child. 
Some Hindoos are unspeakab ly cruel 
to anim als tha t are not sa» ?red, b ut in 
general the faiths of India enjoin k'nd- 
ness to dum b anim als as a religious 
duty. 
Buddhism does so m ost em ­ 
phatically, for the whole tendency of 
Its teaching, rightly given, Is to m ake 
a m an gentle aud mild. 
The Parsees 
are noted for their kindliness to all 
creatures, m an and b east, and they 


fully conversant w ith the varied phe­ 
nomena on and near the surface of 
this atm ospheric sea. 
W e do not un­ 
derstand the situation w here the il­ 
lim itab le ether stops to give w ay to a 
com m encing b ut as yet exceedingly 
rare atm osphere, if, indeed, the a t­ 
m osphere is not the ether condensed as 
It Impinge« on the glob e. 
| 
W hatever the solar em anations tha t 
come to us, w hatever they are as they 
leave the solar surface, it is evident 
tha t they undergo transposition or cor­ 
relation as they enter and pierce the 
ethereal space, and another tran sfor­ 
m ation takes place when they pene­ 
tra te our atm osphere and develop Into 
w hat we call heat aud light aa they 
Impinge on the earth.

They reverence the sacred animals, 
b u t they give to the w orship a prac­ 
tical tw ist b y adoring all anim als, all 
living creatures, and b y m aking veter­ 
inary surgery a t once their vocation 
and their religion. 
E very Jain tem ple is a hospital for 
the lame, the b lind, the sick and tho 
m altreated am ong animals. The priests 
go around the streets of the crowded 
city picking up 
dogs with b roken legs, 
cuts tha t have b een nearly starved to 
death and b irds with b roken wings. 
If they see an ass or a horse that Is 
overw orked and cruelly b eaten, they 
will b uy It from the b rutal owner. All 
the anim als thus rescued are taken to 
the tem ple grounds nad tenderly and 
patiently treated and nursed b ack to 
health. 
India Is, of course, not the only 
oriental country in which anim als are 
regarded as sacred. 
In alm ost all 
eastern lands, save those which are 
tightly In the grip of Islam , certain 
dum b creatures are the ob jects of rev­ 
erence or of superstition, if not of 
actual worship. 
Siam's sacred white 
elephant—a curious superstition graft­ 
ed upon a deb ased form of Buddhism—
